New Loan 

This means that the Allies will 
be called upon this week to pro- 
vide a new loan for De Gaulle’s 
government. Without such a fi- 
nancial transfusion there is not 
much hope of a firm beginning, 
and lacking it he cannot Steer 
the Fourth Republic to a safe 
harbor. 

“Integration” seemingly is to 
be the De Gaulle solution in Al- 
geria. The army, much more lib- 
eral toward the Moslems than the 
French settlers and businessmen, 
favors it. De Gaulle’s leaders 
have been proclaiming it. 

The price will be great. 

There are some 10 million in- 
habitants of Algeria. Of these 
about nine million are Moslems. 


Integration will mean new schools, 


teaching a French culture and not 
a segregated one. It will mean an 
equalizing of salaries. The prob- 
lem is not exactly that of the 
South, but it has _ similarities. 
There will be integration in poli- 
tics, with some 100 Moslem depu- 


ties to be elected and sent to 


Paris. There will be no discrimi- 
nation in employment. Wages paid 
Moslems have been lower than 
those paid Frenchmen in the same 
jobs. Social security benefits will 
be extended to all, as in France. 
Deputy Jacques Soustelle, one 
of De Gaulle’s major supporters 
and’a former governor of Algeria, 
has proclaimed that there will be 
“only one kind of Frenchman 
from Dunkerque to Tamanras- 
set.” The latter city is the far- 
thest one in the deep Sahara. 


Past Years 


In past years Algeria was al- 
lowed 30 deputies. Of these half 
were elected by the European in- 
- habitants and half by the Mos- 
lems. With political equality the 
Moslems, having nine-tenths of 
the population, would take over 
control and elect perhaps 100 of 
about 125 deputies. 

Cost of this public integration is 
estimated at about 150 billion 
francs; or about 360 million dol- 
lars annually. But integration is 
regarded as the only means of 
keeping Algeria French, and they 
are willing to pay the price.

The Highway department con- 
ducted a three-week investigation 
of The Constitution’s charges and 
reported that by “‘some miracle”’ 
the state not only got its money’s 
worth, but received $13,500 addi- 
tional work. When the newspaper 
exposed further illegalities in the 
Baxley roads scandal, the depart- 
ment began another investigation 
which resulted in Monday’s report. 
The Highway department now 
reports that it has paid $241,982.80 
to the City of Baxley since 1955, 
but can find only $98,179.17 worth 
of work performed within the lim- 
its of the contracts, making a 
total overpayment of $143,803.63. 


DUNN PAID 


City of Baxley records show 
that Mayor Dunn was paid ap- 
proximately $125,000 for work he 
was supposed to have done un- 
der the contracts. Under Mayor 
Dunn’s orders, the city also paid 
about $110,000 to DeLaigle-Lanier 
Construction Co. of Baxley to do 
concrete work under the con- 
tracts. 

State Auditor B. F. Thrasher 
Jr. last month instructed the High- 
way department to bill the City 
of Baxley “item by item” for any 
work that was not done as speci- 
fied in the contracts. 

Highway department officials 
were not available for comment, 
but they apparently are carrying 
out Thrasher’s instructions. The 
total bill from the department to 
the city probably will be $156, 
819.57—the total amount of work 
unaccounted for under the con- 
tracts, plus the unauthorized pav-

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Baxley ‘Report’ Is 


Still Inconclusive 


Another chapter in the sordid Bax- 
ley paving and road construction scan- 
dals was revealed yesterday. with a 
detailed report by the State Highway 
Dept. It leaves unanswered the question 
of what happened to or what is to happen 
about a little matter of more than $150,- 
000 in taxpayers’ funds. 

It was passing strange that when the 
report was issued not a single member 
of the highway board, including the 
chairman. and not a single official with 
any authority were on hand to answer 
questions about it. The report itself, with 
its promise that further studies are being 
made, is as inconclusive as an earlier 
one which Mr. Chalker issued with great 
fanfare. 

It is in such an atmosphere that the 
highway department conducts the peo- 
ple’s business! Could the absence of all 
officials yesterday have been a tere Cco- 
incidence? 

But from the report itself, it is evi- 
dent that- out of a total of $240,000 paid 
the City of Baxley on state-aid contracts, 
less than half the total has been found 
actually to have been used as specified. 
“Off contract limits or overpayment” 
added up to $143,803.63. It shows an ad- 
ditional amount of $13,015.94 in street 
maintenance by state forces without au- 
thorization. 

Conspicuously absent from the report 
is any indication of who got the money 
on Baxley contracts. But records show 
that approximately $125,000 of the total 
funds allotted to Baxley went to a con- 
struction firm headed by the town’s 
mayor, “Buck” Dunn: Another $110,000 
went to the DeLaigle-Lanier contracting 
firm. 

Aside from the fact of what happened 
to the money, the most incredible part 
of the whole affair is the slipshod meth- 
od it reveals of handling taxpayers funds. 
Until The Constitution exposed the situ- 
ation, the highway department apparent- 
ly had been paying Baxley without ques- 
tion whatever amount the mayor esti- 
mated as needed. 

Has all department business through- 
out the state been conducted on such a 
basis? 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook said last 
week he had turned over sufficient evi- 
dence concerning the Baxley irreguiari- 
ties to warrant indictments for “criminal 
conspiracy to defraud the state.” That is 
well and good. Certainly the courts and 
Mr. Cook’s office should be concerned 
with protecting the people and, if pos- 
sible, in recovering any funds they can. 

Certainly a test of the courts’ powers 
are in order. In addition, anything which 
could add to the people’s enlightenment 
about how their affairs are being handled 
would be welcomed. 

Chief Engineer Shadburn savs he is 
awaiting “the advice of the highway 
board before taking further action.” 
Meanwhile, the only action visible to the 
public is the highway department busily 
doing all it can to rationalize the entire 
Baxley mess.

Is Asset to Community 


Latest edition of the CA Newsletter, 
published by the Central Atlanta Im- 
provement Assn., carries a timely sug- 
gestion for those who are fearful that 
221 housing would downgrade certain 
neighborhoods. 

The suggestion: Go out and inspect 
some of the “all-too-few” 221 projects. 

Reporting on findings made during 
tours of a 53-unit development in the 
Poole Creek-Gilbert road section and a 
23-unit project on Barge street off Camp- 
bellton road, the Newsletter was highly 
enthusiastic over both. 

The homes are well constructed, good 
materials were used and nothing was 
found to indicate the neighborhoods had 
been adversely affected. . 

Selection of areas for 221 housing has 
evoked considerable controversy. But 
actual results show that é@verything is 
working out nicely in those instances 
where work on this type of homes has 
progressed from the drawing board to 
the construction stage. 

A thorough look at some of the coni- 
pleted units should accomplish much to- 
ward convincing even the most skeptical 
that the 221 housing program is an asset 
to the community. Evidence to date 
shows the alarm it caused in the begin- 


ning to be based more on misunderstand-~ 


ing than anything else.

Hopes of West Riding 
With General De Gaulle 


With-necessary, precipitate speed Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, Premier of France, has 
pushed through his urgent measures, in- 
cluding that giving him power to rewrite 
the French constitution. This last, but 
most important, action by the Assembly 
came only after the General threatened 
to resign. 

He will have totalitarian powers for 
a period of six months. It is not much 
time to rehabilitate a long-sick nation. It 
is a sickness of the economy and of the 
spirit. And it remains to be seen if the 
soul of France, about which the general 
has talked, still lives with will enough to 
rise to his challenge. 

He now will reform the constitution, 
taking from the Assembly some of its ab- 
solute powers including that to throw out 
governments with childish impetuousness. 
The executive, as in America, must have 
some checking powers. 

He plans to take away, too, some of 
the statutory strength of the many splin- 
ter parties. They take their strength from 
statute, not the constitution. De Gaulle 
will include constitutiénal protection for 
a broad basis of the ballot. There has 
never been any good democratic sense in 
guaranteeing proportional representation 
for each party, 

Already there are rumbles of pro- 
tests from some of the fanatic fools in 
Algeria. Having tasted the strong drink 
of military rule and having become a bit 
drunken on absolute power, the more 
extreme of the Committee for Public 
Safety, a polite name for a dictatorship 
of terror, do not want constitutional rule. 

Gen. De Gaulle, at this writing, is 
scheduled to go to Algeria on the mor- 
row. His appearance there will rouse the 
Moslem population to his support. He 
likely will bring off the day. 

The Western world may hope so. It 
would do well to be on its knees praying 
for De Gaulle to work miracles in the 
six months he will have. If he cannot 
then indeed will darker days come. 


Will Forrester Report 
Spur Cook to Action? 


State Prisons Director Jack Forrester’s 

report to the Board of Corrections yester- 
day confirmed the fact that there had 
been flagrant misuse of convict labor at 
Bainbridge. 
Prisoners had erected a wire fence 
around a 65-acre tract of land owned by 
Gov. Griffin, made improvements on the 
privately owned country club golf course 
in Decatur County and cleared off some 
103 privately owned lots in the city of 
Bainbridge.

NAACP Here 


The National Association for 


Attorneys for the association 
are fighting the contempt citation 
handed down a year and a half 
ago by Fulton Superior Court 
Judge Durwood T. Pye. 


The proceedings grew out of 
Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams’ efforts to obtain records 
to determine whether or not the 
NAACP is subject to state income 
taxes. The records have not yet 


been produced. 


FINE AND JAIL 


Pye fined the NAACP $25,000 
subject to production of the rec- 
ords and gave J. H. Calhoun, 
president of the Atlanta branch 
of the NAACP, a 12-month gus- 
pended jail sentence. 


The appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals was delayed for months 
by Pye’s refusal to sign the 
NAACP’s original bill of excep- 
tions to his judgment. The legal 
fight over that point went to the 
State Supreme Court which up- 
held the jurist. 


The NAACP then filed a bill of 
exceptions that Pye did sign, 
opening the way for Monday’s 
appeal of the contempt citations. 


DUE PROCESS 


E. E. Moore, attorney for the 
NAACP, argued that the organ- 
ization was not given reasonable 
notice to produce the records. He 
said Pye’s order violated the due 
process clause of the United 
States Constitution. 


Another NAACP lawyer, D. L. 
ollowell, argued that Williams 
did not have authority to demand 
the records. He said revenue 
agents “‘in Gestapo fashion .. . 
swooped down and said _ they 
wanted the records that instant.”’ 
Assistant Attorneys General 
Robert Hall and Freeman Lev- 
erett said evidence at the trial 
proved that the Atlanta NAACP 
unit is a branch of the New York 
corporation. They contended that 
Calhoun, when served with Pye’s

The streets marked in green 
show work done by state main- 
tenance forces for which funds 
were properly set up. This work 
was done in December 1955 and 
January 1956. 

Also shown on the same map in 
red are streets paved by state 
maintenance forces without ap- 
proval of funds for this purpose. 
The total square yards of paving 
shown in red on the map is 80,436. 

Attached to this report is an es- 
timate of cost marked Exhibit 
“B” which shows cost of this 80,- 
436 square yards. It will be noted 
that material for a portion of this 
work was furnished under an ap- 


proved contract to the City of 
| Baxley. 


The charge of $0.11 per square 
yard is our cost for labor, equip- 
ment, etc., on this type of work. 

The materials for the second 
portion’ of the work were hauled 
mostly from a project in Treutlen 
County and smaller quantities 
from other state force projects 
in this area. 

The estimate shows that the un- 
authorized cost of work done on 
city streets in Baxley by state 
maintenance forces is $13,015.94. 

Exhibit “C’’ is a county map 
of Appling County on which is 
indicated three county roads sur- 
faced by state maintenance forces 
without proper authority. These 
roads bear the following local 
names: 

(1) River road—Altamaha River 

(2) Spring Branch Church road 

(3) Maintenance Shop road 

The division engineer author- 
ized the paving of the ramp off 
U.S. Highway No. 1 within our 
right-of-way, where the River road 
leaves U.S. 1. This was all right 
for regular maintenance funds, 
but paved without authority be- 
yond this point. 

The Maintenance Shop road was 
paved with the tacit consent of 
the division engineer and main- 
tenance supervisor. This road was 
graded by contract, and since it 
was so bad in rainy weather and 
our forces and state convict forces 
had to travel it, they authorized 
its paving. 

The total mileage on the three 
county roads paved is 1.8 miles 
and involved 21,276 square yards 
of surfacing. The cost of this 
work is $5,411.56. See Exhibit *“‘D’’ 
for details. 

(A copy of Mr. Bacon’s report 
was attached.)

The investigation developed that 
no serious engineering study was 
made when the original estimate 
upon which the contracts were 
based were prepared. Many of 
the estimates had twice as much 
in quantities of work as was 
necessary to do the contract as de- 
scribed. It would appear that pay- 
ment on the contracts was made 
on such basis. Poor choice was 
made in the selection of type of 
work that would render the best 
service. The quality of the work 
in many instances was not of the 
best standard and it was neces- 
sary to make adjustments in costs 
to cover these. 

A complete detail of each proj- 
ect as measured by Mr. Left- 
wich’s forces is held in my office. 
Twelve copies of these have been 
prepared—six for our use and six 
for Mr. Eugene Cook’s office.

Part III 
Baxley Report 


I have examined the reports on 
the Baxley situation made by Mr. 
Bacon and Mr. Leftwich and am 
satisfied that the engineering in- 
vestigation made by these engi- 
neers is in accordance with ac- 
cepted engineering procedure. 

The investigation failed to de- 
velop that there was the. use of 
any of the State force convicts, 
assigned to the Highway Depart- 
ment, on any of the contract work 
at Baxley. All convicts used, tc 
gether with the equipment, some 
possibly marked ‘“‘State Highway 
Department,”’ were furnished by 
the State Board of Corrections. 

A previous investigation by Mr. 
Leftwich established the fact that 
some of the work done in Baxley 
was outside the limits of the con- 
tract. At this time an attempt 
was made to. determine if the 
amount of funds paid the City of 
Baxley was actually spent in the 
City of Baxley. On the surface 
from information gathered from 
various sources, and if the work 
was performed in accordance 
with highway standards, it would 
appear that the amount paid the 
City of Baxley was actually spent 
in streets in the city.

The situation at Baxley tindoubt- 
edly came about through the sin- 
cere efforts that were being made 
by Highway Department officials 
to help the cities and towns with 
some of the needed work on their 
streets. 

The city officials would get the 
local highway department engi- 
neer to compile an estimate of 
the items of work required to com- 
plete the construction of whatever 
street or part of street that the 
city officials wanted to get done. 
The city officials would then bring 
this estimate to Atlanta and pre- 
sent it to the State Highway Board 
with the request that a contract 
for the city to perform the work 
be agreed upon with the city. 

The first city contract, not in 
Baxley, seems to have been au- 
thorized about 1949. Of course, 
funds available for municipal 
work then were meager as com- 
pared to what they are now, and 
the practice of entering into mu- 
nicipal contracts does not now fit 
the times. In the last ten years 
federal aid has increased 800 per 
cent and there has also been con- 
siderable increase in State funds. 
So the situation needs proper 
study. 


The investigation also developed | 


that among some of the field per- 
sonnel of the highway department 
there are still fears of the pres- 
sures from local political groups, 
despite the State Merit System 
and despite the fact that we have 
had no interference in this respect 
from the highway board or the 
governor. I did not realize that 
such fears still existed among our 
employes. 

I would suggest that the follow- 
ing measures be adopted to avoid 
a repetition of this situation: 

(1) The highway department to 
prepare and adopt for each city 
or town in Georgia a Master

Street Plan, in cooperation with 
the other proper agencies and of- 
ficials; no work using state high- 
way funds to be done in any city 
or town u it is on a street or 
road conforming to the Master 
Plan. Master Plans are already 
available for many of the majof 
cities in the state. 

(2) Prepare a road plan for 
each county showing priority of 
roads to be first constructed and 
others in order of priority. Many 
states oti 3 have such a plan. 
Maps can be prepared showing 
the priorities, which may be kept 
up far enough in advance to ab- 
sorb funds as they become avail- 
able. Priorities should be fixed 
on the basis of \needs as de- 
termined by the State Highway 
Planning Division, using traffic 
demands, economic requirements, 
existing road conditions, as some 
of the factors determining pri- 
ority. 

(3) No contracts to be negoti- 
ated at average bid prices and 
awarded to any county or city un- 
less all of the work can be, and 
is, done by the use of prison labor. 
Permit the awarding of contracts 
to the State Board of Corrections 
for use of convict labor.

the Southeast,”’ Smith said. ‘“‘The control towers at Montgomery, 
Macon, Birmingham, Chattanooga, Knoxville, Greensboro, Char- 
lotte, and Greenville’ control all their local traffic, of course, 
but through flights in this area all come under this Atlanta 
office.”’ 


Smith explained that four extra-long-range radar stations will 


enable them to control the superhighways of the sky once they 
are set up. The first of these stations will be in Atlanta, then 
one in Montgomery, then one in Knoxville, then one in Hickory, 
North Carolina. 


“The radar stations will give us surveillance of traffic above 


12 and 14 thousand feet,’’ Smith said. “In addition planes flying 
in the skyways will eventually be equipped with an airborne radar 
beacon, which will identify the planes from the ground. This air- 
borne radar beacon is sort of an elaborate version of the IFF 
used during the war.” 


The IFF which Smith spoke of means ‘‘identification friend or 


foe’ and showed immediately on radar screens whether the ‘‘blip’”’ 
was one of a friend or of a foe.

The CAA in Washington announced Sunday that it was in- 


creasing its transcontinental “‘superskyways 
adding three north-south routes. The north-south routes, all vitally 
important to Atlanta air traffic, will probably be a New York- 
Miami route, a Chicago-Miami route, and a Detroit-Miami route. 
Two of these, the Detroit and the Chicago routes, would prob- 
ably come through or close to Atlanta, Smith said.

ACTS AS A GUIDE

tients lose their ability to han- 
die the daily tasks of living, 
such as buttoning clothes or 
brushing teeth. Therapy teaches 
them how again. 


Patients also take specific 
exercises to help their co-or- 
dination or range of move- 
ments. Wherever possible, they 
work at entertaining projects, 
such as arts and crafts, to 
keep the exercises interesting. 


For example, branches of 
the national society, together 
with the American Toy Insti- 
tute, have spent four years 
studying types and grades of 
toys that help develop handi- 
capped children. 


NORMAL ACTIVITY 


-In the psychiatric field, O.T. 
provides a productive use of the 
patient’s time and gives him 
some contact with normal ac- 
tivity. 

Therapists work in hospitals, 
rehabilitation centers, special 
schools, summer camps for 
crippled children, day camps 
and homes where patients are 
confined. 

The workers don’t — teach 
trades, but they do find out 
what a patient is able to ac- 
complish physically and emo- 
tionally in the vocational field. 
Sometimes, said Mrs. Wagner, 
“We have to teach them how to 
work. Some of our -patienis 
have had no realistic vocation- 
al experience.”

As national giveaways go to- 
day, $60,000 isn’t much, but 
this probably gets more mileage 
for the dollar than more sub- 
stantial projects. 

Across the country, 5,500 wom- 
en's clubs entered the 1956-58 
contest, spending two years 
working up community coopera- 
tion and doing things that need- 
ed doing in their towns. 


TOP PRIZE 


At the GFWC annual conven- 
tion, starting Wednesday in De- 
troit, one of eight finalists will 
be awarded the top prize of $10,- 
000 in the contest. ° 

It may be Wild Rose, Payson, 
St. Helens, Clinton, Roanoke., 
Lawton, Homewood, Ill., or Ray, 
N.D.—all finalists. 

The pot of $60,000—prizes on 
local, state and national levels 
put up by the Sears, Roebuck 
Foundation—all goes back into 
the communities under contest 
rules. 

But most of the benefits are 
already reaped in this contest 
where everyone really wins. 

In Wild Rose, for instance, a 
village beside a trout stream 
in the rolling hills of central 
Wisconsin, the 582 residents will 
long enjoy 1,200 wild rose 
bushes they planted to beautify 
their community and live up to 
their name.

Army recreation center around the corner. But the residents of 
Savannah street and Pickett’s Alley and two or three other streets 
close by, don’t wandar far a-ficld—not even, unless they’re pushed, 
Son One RES SUES 2 Oe nee ee ee eee 
immunization shots for their babies. 


Some of them, like Sylvia, of whom I wrote yesterday, have 
lived there all their lives, except for brief ventures into the world 
beyond—even so far as the alien of “the project,”’ Capitol Homes, 
a dozen blocks away. 

I don’t know why this should be so. But even the Community 
Chest people, who were consulted by the United Church Women of 
Atlanta when they started their campaign for funds for the Savan- 
nah Street Mission, admitted that the mission could only hope to 
serve people within a radius of a quarter of a mile. 

Sister Henrietta Keel who came to Savannah Street 13 years 
ago and has turned a vacant lot and a shed into a haven for about 
150 little children, has recognized it for years. One day she looked 
up to find one of her little boys sobbing broken-heartedly on her 
doorstep. 

“They're taking me away from you, Sister Keel!” he howled 
when he could speak. “‘We’re moving away!”’ 

“I thought of Europe,”’ said Sister Keel. “And then I thought 
Asia, Africa and Australia. But what he said was, ‘Sister Keel, 
we're moving to CREWE STREET!”’ 


Crewe Street, as the crow flies, is barely spitting distance from 
Savannah Street but it was a world away to that little boy. He 
was going from the known to the unknown—a journey not many 
people from Cabbage Town care to make. 


And that’s why to them the little mission proposed for the va- 
cant lot will mean so much. It will be something of their own—to 
which they have already contributed hard-come-by $75. It will be 
close and familiar as the old farm bell which daily calls young- 
sters down alleys and through backyards and under fences to come 
and play and listen to Bible stories. It will be as dear and safe as 
Sister Keel herself who is on that scrubby lot in all weather, on 
call in time of trouble—‘“‘there,”’ as one of the church women wrote, 
“when the sheriff pitches their furniture on the street, when the 
doctor won't come, when a man goes to jail and there’s no grits 
and fatback for supper.”’ 

The plans for the little building aren’t pretentious. It will cost 
$15,000 altogether but it will be snug and warm in the wintertime 
When so many of the children who gather at the playground have 
no jackets or shoes. It will offer a shelter from the hot sun in the 
summertime when Sister Keel and her helpers line up between 100 
and 120 youngsters for daily vacation Bible school. (There’s one 
open shed on the lot now and four posts over which an awning will 
be stretched later! This is called the “Haygood Memorial Sunday 
School room’’ after the church that contributed the posts.) 


It’s hoped to make the mission a week-day gathering place for 
mothers with classes and social activity for them as well as their 
children. Launching their campaign for funds last week, the church 
women announced they intended to name the mission Keel House. 


But I gathered that they may have trouble there. 

“Ugliest name I ever heard of!’’ protested Sister Keel. ‘‘It 
doesn’t mean anything. Name it Hope House or Faith House— 
something that means something.’’ 

‘Keel House would stand for hope and faith to us,”’ Sylvia put 
in shyly. 

And there the matter rests, except it doesn’t really rest. The 
United Church Women are pushing hard for funds. Anything from 
26 cents (the price of one concrete block) on up is acceptable and 
the treasurer is Mrs. James K. Dobbs, 1751 Flagler Ave., NE, 
Zone 9.

Doctors Say Heat 


W on’t Hurt Children 


- Hot weather is here, or at hand, and Little Willy 
won't eat? He seems pale, flabby and tired? 


Watch his diet, watch his ex- 
ercise, and watch how often he 
gets out of doors, Watch these 
three important facets of a 
child’s life, not to find out 
whether the child is overdoing 
or undereating, but whether he 
is doing enough. 

Air conditioning, television, 
cold drinks, and frequent be- 
tween meal snacks are caus- 
ing what appears to be a hot 
weather malady among-Ameri- 
can children, two Dallas pedia- 
tricians say. 

Reporting to the American 
Medical Association council on 
foods and nutrition, Doctors 
Floyd A. Norman and Edward 
L. Pratt say the afflicted child 
is characterized by flabbiness, 
pallor, and fatigue. He doesn’t 
eat at mealtime because he 
nibbles constantly between 
meals. 


LOLLS IN BLISS 


He is fat because he sits or 
lolls in air-conditioned bliss 
watching television. Either he 
whines that “it's too hot to 
play,”’ or his mother tells him 
it is. 

As for it’s being too hot to 
play, both Willy and his mother 
are wrong. The Dallas doc- 
tors, first pointing Out that it 
is unwise for adults to condi- 
tion children to dislike hot

“Soviet students devote more 
time to their studies than Amer- 
ican students do, and. courses 
are much harder, especially 
science.

“Russian teen-agers are more 
interested than American young 
people in politics, but adults 
don’t like the fact that Soviet 
teen-agers are more passive to- 
day. They have lost the old 
revolutionary spirit and take 
less interest in the world’s fu- 
ture,”” said Miss Shapiro during 


a press conference attended by ~ 


high school newspaper editors. 

Soviet teen-agers. are ultra- 
conservative, said Miss Shapiro, 
who considers herself ‘an

American who looks and speaks 
like a Russian.” 

Girls do not wear make-up, 
low-necked dresses or high- 
heeled shoes. Boys are so shy 
that they dance with each other, 
she said. 

If they had a taste of the 
American teen-ager’s social life, 
would they miss it? 

“No, they would enjoy it, but 
they would not think it is im- 
portant. They are too con- 


cerned with their studies, get- . 


ting an education, and choosing 
a career,’ she said. 

Do Russian women complain 
about doing manual labor? 

“It always shocks Americans 
to hear about Russian women 
doing such hard work, but it’s 
not what you think. it’s con- 
sidered fun—not punishment. 


GENERATIONS MIX 


“Generations mix more in Rus- 
sia than in the United States,” 
she added. “Children enjoy the 
company of grown-ups, and 
are not as eager as Americans 
to be independent.” 

Miss Shapiro estimated that 
the Soviet Union has as much 
juvenile delinquency as_ the 
United States, “‘but Russia is 
close-mouthed about it. Stories 
about juvenile delinquency don’t 
make headlines there, and there 
are no statistics available,’ she 
said. 


“NOT A DREADFUL LIFE” 

Do teen-agers have fun in 
Russia? 

“Oh, yes. They work hard, 
but it’s not a dreadful life. They 
don’t feel oppressed or miser- 
able. 

“There is a relative degree of 
freedom, although it seems to 
Americans that there’s a ter- 
rific lack of freedom. But there 
has been a terrific improve- 
ment. The Russians do not re- 
bel against the system. But 
there is a lack of freedom in 
art, literature and philosophy,

Cool drinks 
are best and, for the most part, 
water should be used to quench 
thirst, 

3. Control 
snacks. : 

4. Install a short “cooling 
off” and quiet period before 
meals. 

5. Limit high caloric foods 
such as peanut butter and ice 
cream. 

6. Serve the large, better bal- 
anced meal in the evening when 
the temperature is lower. 

If a child or baby eating a 
well balanced diet does not tol- 
erate ordinary heat, the dogtors 
conclude, he should be exam- 
ined for illness.

Why King’s a King 


Thursday of last week proved 
that finding fish in a 10,000-acre 
reservoir can be simplified, re- 
sulting in more fishing time and 
greater catches. 


The custom - made fishing boats 
of Atlantan’s Billy Street and 
Charlie Elliott both are equipped 
with the depth finders. 

Needless to say, Street and 
his angling companion, J. W. 
Roach of Atlanta, and Elliott 
and his partner, Constitution 
sports editor Jesse Ouilar, were 
the leaders when a count was 
called at sundown at Bass Boat 
House. 


Street and Roach had six bass 
totalling 25 pounds and they quit 
fishing about 3 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. Elliott and Outlar had 16 
fish, two of them catfish, and 
they caught them all in about 
two hours before sundown. 


The depth finders may increase 
the popularity of big lake fishing 
even more. 


Operating on the same prin- 
ciple as radar, the depth finders 
send a signal down into the wa- 
ter. The return signal indicates 
on a dial the depth and after the 
operator gains some experience 
with the equipment, the type of 


type of bottom — rocky, sandy, 
soft mud or full of stumps. 

The rocky bottom returns a 
strong, steady signal, the mud- 
dy bottom a weak signal and the 
stump bottom an inconsistent 
depth signal. 

The depth finder reveals high 
points in what appears to be 
very deep water and this often 
proves to be where a school is 
spending the day. 

These high points are trolled 
several times with any good troll- 
ing lure until you locate fish, then 
the anchor is dropped and the fun 
begins.

Then—a sudden surge in this year’s first quarter. 
» Of the 22,285 new cars sold in Georgia, 1,445 came out of 


foreign factories. 


“Those funny little foreign cars” had taken over nearly 6.5 
per cent of the state’s January-March new car registrations— 
even topping their 5.9 per cent U.S. share. 


In just three months, they were better than half way past 
their total for the preceding 12 months. 
Despite this big gain, it remains apparent that 93 out of 100 
new car buyers in the state prefer and can afford the kind of 
automobiles made in the United States. 


But you can’t ignore these first quarter results: 


1. The only other cars with more sales than a year ago were 
the “compact” type Rambler (up from 234 to 312) and a single 
‘“‘strassenkreuzer’’—the Lincoln (up from 118 to 123). 

2. Only five American-made cars each exceeded the com- 
bined import car sales total, whereas nine U.S. cars did better 


a year ago. 


3. Foreign car sales in Georgia topped the combined total for 
eight of America’s 17 models—Rambler, Chrysler, Edsel, Lincoln, 
Studebaker, DeSoto, Imperial and Packard.
